A. As you propofe two Queftions, {fo to the firft 
we anfwer, that the caufe of fo Unfeatonable a 
Drowfinefs may not Improbably procede from your 
not being fo fenfibly affected with Piety and De- 
votion, as with either Secular Affairs, or matters of 
Diverfion. And tho’, from your endeavours to 
Prevent fo Lethargical a temper, you may be rea- 
dy torejoyn, that you defire nothing more than to 
fecure the Important Concernment of Eternity, yet 
we beg leave torell you, thatto Defire a thing,and 
to be fenfibly Affected with ir, are not Terms E- 
guivolent. Some, bur Pious Perfons,bitrerly Com- 

lain, that they are con{cious of no ravifhing De- 
fh, in what isto others the Rapturous Contem- 
plation of better things to come. Now, that they 
are Defirous of fuch a Ravifhing Delight, is Evi- 
dent from the Complaint it felf ; thac they enjoy 
not the Object of their Defire, appears from the 
matter of the Complaint. 

The beft way therefore to overcome the Drow- 
finefs you complain of, is to Conremplate the Beau- 
ty of Holinefs ; 10 Reflect upon that God, who is 
Fatrer than the Children of Men ; to Confider that 
Son of God, who is ful! of Grace and Truth ; to 
Meditate, frequently to Meditace on the Beatific 
Vifion, on that Fulne/s of Fey, which is in the Pre- 
Sence of our Heavenly Father, on shofe Rivers of 
Pleafure, which ave at His right band for ever- 
more. 

But if you are of a Melancholy Temper, That 
may probably render your er.eavours Incfic€tual. 
And in cafe they do, you muft look upon your fuc- 
cefslets Enterprize,not as your Sin, bur Misfortune; 
and confequently make it the Object, not of your 
Concern, but Refignation. 

The Reafon of your Second Query is the Product 
of your Firft. Forif you are not fenfibly affected 
with your Devotional Employment, no wonder, 
that every Impertinenr, every Rainbling Thought 
fhou'd Intrude it felf. But if you fhall have ufed 
your utmoft endeavours to prevent it without effect, 


you muft reft contented under it, and depend upon 
the goodnefs of a gracious Mafter, thar he will net 
Impure it as a Sin, will not expect to Reap, where 
be bas net fown. 

Q. 1 would fain know if it be a Sin to Dié for 
Love of one, and not let bim know it. Yur Advice, 
Sirs, Be. 

A.To choofelrather to fubmir co theKing of Ter- 
rors, than fuffer the Obje& of our Love to be ac- 
quainted with our Weaknets, it is nor only a Sin, 
but no lefs than that ftartling one of Self murder. 
The Great, the Neceffary Law of Self-Prefervation 
Indifpenfibly obliges us to Guard, to fecure our 
Lives, by all Innocen:, al! Warrantable Methods. 
As therefore to juffer our felves to be Deftroved, 
when capable of Preventing it, or at leaft of En- 
deavouring to Prevent it, is Virtually ro Deftroy 
our felves, fo we thou'd ftruggle ro Diveft our 
felves of thole three General Fatal Caufes of fo Un- 
fortunate an Event, Bathfulnets ( for it deferves not 
the natne of Modefty) Pride, and Obftinacy. 

But fince another Queftion, which you fent with 
this, difcovers you a Woman, you may be ready 
to reply, that {uch a Diicovery of your Love ( for 
byethat other Queftion we perceive the Cafe to be 
your own ) is Derogatory to the Cuftom of the 
World ,to the Decorum obferv’d by the Female-Sex.

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T 1S advis’d from Ratisbon, Dec. 31. that the 
laft Letters from Vienna give great hopes of 
a Peace with the Malecontents ; and that becauie of 
the Holy-days and the abfence of feveral Deputies 
of the States of the Empire, there is a ftop to the 
Bufinefs of the Diet; and that the States of the Swa- 
bian Circle have taken vigorous Refolut.ons for filling 
up their Troops, and furnifhing their ufual Contin- 
gents for carrying on the War the enfuing Campaign; 
and that ’tis not Queftion’d that the Franconian Circle 
will follow their example. The Advices from Ham- 
burgh, Dec. 21. are, that the Sweedifh Officers raife 
both Recruits and New Regiments in Pomerania, and 
inthe Dutchy of Bremen, and that they have like. 
wife made new Levies at Frankfort, and in other Ci- 
ties of the Empire; and that they hear the King of 
Sweden has given Orders for raifing the hfth Man 
throughout his Territories in the Empire: That the 
News from Wilna, of his Sweedifh Majefty having 
defeated 60000 Mufcovites is not confirm’d; That 
they have only Advice , that the Swedes having 
continued their March towards the Ukarine, arrtv’d 
in the Duschy of Czernichow ; that the King of Swe- 


den had taken his head Quarters in the Town of 


Czernichow, the Capital of that Dutchy; That he 
had made a Treaty with the Caffack, whereby they 
have oblig’d themielves to furnifh Provifions tor his 
Army, and a certain Number of Troops; and that 
tis hop’d, that for the future they fhall have News 
more regularly from the Swedes, by reafon, the Mut, 
covites cannot any longer intercept their Couriers ; 
and ’tis thought, that Commence will be entirely re- 
eftablifh’d in Poland, where the extremity of the Wea- 
ther has put an End ro the Plague almoft in all parts 
of the Country: Chatfrom Peterwaradin they write, 
that the Troops of Ragorski were beginning to grow 
numerous on the Frontier of Tranfilvanta, but Ge- 
eral Kriechbaum had caus’ all the Fortifications of 
the Emperor in that Country to be fo well garri- 
ion’d and provided, that the Malecontents did not 
think it pra€ucable to attempt any Enterprize ; and 
that the Malecontents defign’d co have rais’'d fome men 
in Batnia, had not the Turks prevented them: And 
that che Turkifh Governors of the Frontief Places of 
Bolgrade, Temetwaer, Sabatz, &c. have given leave 
for the Exportatioa of Cora and Horfes from thence 
into the Emperor’s Terriories. Which is all from 
yours, Gv.
